That's a historic card you have there from 6AM, Jim. 


The NU prefix is what was called an "intermediate". As communications 
authorities around the world started issuing licenses and call signs to 
amateur stations they typically used calls starting with a number and 
followed by letters. International amateur communications was not 
contemplated at the time so the ambiguity of the calls was not a problem. 
But once those pesky hams started making international contacts it became 
difficult if not impossible to know the country of origin of a station. 
Thus the hams themselves came up with a system of intermediate prefixes to 
solve the problem. NU stands for North America, United States. The 
intermediate is usually printed on the QSL card in lower case with the rest 
of the call in upper case. QSTs of the era contain much fascinating 
information about intermediates.

Hello Russ and the Gang, 


The EV 664 is a highly regarded dynamic mike. Offhand, I'm not sure if 
it's lo-Z or hi-Z (switchable?), but other experts on the list might 
clarify. I have a Viking I (same audio chain as the II) that I'm bringing 
back from a near-death experience and can share some thoughts. 


First off, get copies of the June, July and August 1998 issues of ER. 
They contain articles written by K6AD that describe some well thought out 
audio and keying mods for the Viking II. The audio mods are performed in 
two levels. The level 1 mods consist of replacing the driver xfmr and 
redoing the speech amp stages. The caveat is that these are "no-holes" 
mods which use the original 2x6AU6 line up. 


I've implemented the level 1 mods and although they work pretty well, 
the speech amp still doesn't have enough gain to handle my hi-z Shure 450 
mike (IMHO). It sounds much better with a handheld Heath crystal mike. 
Crystal mikes have higher output, so this is no surprise. 


The stock Viking I audio, even with recapping/resistoring was so, 
shall we say, "hyellowy" that I only used the Viking on the air once or 
twice. The second level of mods gets more intensive as it cures the weak 
drive problem when the modulators start drawing grid current. A 12AU7 is 
added underneath the chassis to provide push-pull drive. 


The author ran a series of on-air tests with different mikes and 
that a D-104 sounds the best, followed by a 10D. The 664 was further down 
the list... So, based on my limited experience and those of the author, a 


crystal mike is probably the best for a Viking unless the speech amp is 
seriously modded. This would require replacing one of the 6AU6's with a 
12AX7 for more gain, but these require sheet metal work... 


So there you go. If the 664 is reasonably priced, I'd grab it and 
seriously consider some speech amp modifications. OTOH, there's nothing to 
prevent one from employing outboard audio processing...

Thanks for thhe offer of assistance with the ITT MacKay Marine 3010C 
receiver. You are right - the manual isn't of great help with the 
mechanical stuff. But at least the schematic will be helpful. My friend 
Brown W1INZR also has one.

My manual copy came from Dick K10AJ. His 3010C is in bad shape - the dial 
tape is totally screwed up and the bottom sat in water for a while so it's 
a mess. I don't know if he will have the time or the inclination to fix it. 


I am puzzled by one thing. The schematic shows two crystals in the BFO 
but I see no switch on the front panel to activate them from the variable 
BFO PITCH control. I also am concerned about the condition of the belts - 
would love to get a couple of spares but this is probably going to take 
some luck. 

Anyways it's sitting close to the bench so its' turn will come up soon.
